on. It seems to me this

thing man cannot blame on God. 
War is wholly man's invention. 
The inhumanity and unfairness of 
man to man, » accumulate through 
the y ears, becoming the injustices 
of groups against groups, states 
against states, until they can no 
longer be contained within 
the 
bounds of reasonable adjustment, 
, until they inspire the murderous 
■ effort to correct them by force 
This war has its obvious roots 
twenty -two y ears ago in the in 
justices of the first world w ar and 
its unfair peace. But that w ar in 
turn had its roots in the Franco- 
Prussian w ar and 
peace. . Then 
back the same line of 
injustice 
runs directly into the Napoleonic 
wars and bey ond into the obscure 
ages of history , which are trace 
able only to the 
incapacity 
of 
humans to administer, justly their 
affairs with their neighbors 
Each war is fought to correct 
the injustices of the previous war, 
but in every case the peace brings 
only fresh injustices to inspire an­ 
other later war. The peace that 
Hitler and Mussolini are try ing 
to impose now perhaps exceeds in 
injustice any that have gone be­ 
fore—which only guarantees that 
there will be another war to cor 
rect them as soon as the oppress­ 
ed are able to m uster the strength 
for more efficient mass murder. 


injustices. 


If these are the causes of war,' 
there is only one solution. Some­ 
time, somewhere, somehow there 
must arise leaders of sufficient 
wisdom to see the cause and suf­ 
ficient strength to put man’s sy s­ 
tems of living on 
a 
permanent 
basis of armed justice. 
Natural instinct of 
men 
for 
fairness, 
generosity , 
neighborli­ 
ness and peace are as strong in 
his nature as the instinct« which 
make war. The 
good 
instincts 
are merely latent and unexploit­ 
ed by incapable or inefficient lead­ 
ership. It merely seems 
to 
be 
easier and quicker for leaders to 
whet the passions and appetites 
of their people than to appeal to 
their sense of justice and wisdom. 
That is true universally , vary ing 
only in degree between the vary ­ 
ing forms 
of 
dictatorship 
or 
democracy . Injustice is not a trait 
peculiar to a particular sy stem 
or a particular people. It is not 
racial or sectarian. 


If Hitler and Mussolini had the 
wisdom they could end these self­ 
corrupting sequences 
of 
contin­ 
uous human misery 
right 
now. 
They have the power to enforce 
a peace based on 
justice 
that 
might endure. It is not in them. 
They are choosing the peace 
of 
vengeance. 
There is no reason to 
expect 
that if the British and French 
extricate themselves and by some 
miracle win this war in the end. 
they would do differently . They 
have suffered much at the hands 
of the Gentians in the past 
few 
months, just as the Germans suf­ 
fered at their hands between 19 18 
and 19 40. They , too, would fu- 
tilely try again to 
stamp 
out 


But you may ask: Is it not too 
much to ask $ man to be just? 
If it is, there will alway s be wars, 
greater and greater murders, and 
greater injustices. No man-made 
sy stems like leagues of nations 
will ever stop them. 
But 
they 
will be stopped or at least ob­ 
structed some day . I am sure of 
it. 
The 
futility 
of 
this 
vicious 
cycle of the world is 
becoming 
understood and appreciated by a 
greater number of 
people. 
As 
soon as a sufficient number of 
them arise and demand the ty pe 
of justice and leadership 
which 
would term inate the cycle, 
that 
ty pe of leader will appear.

The Chamber of Com­ 
merce and the Business Mens Association, being 
org anizations that are op en to any indiv idual, it 
would seem, would be the log ical medium to direct 
this p ublicity . Esp ecially is this true since their 
whole training is in the line of p rop erly adv ertis­ 
ing the merits of their merchandise and serv ices. 
On the other hand, the real estate board well 
knows that a low tax rate is one of the thing s 
th at attract both homeowners and industry , and 
makes the city a better p lace to liv e in for those 
who are here, so they are justified in their request 
for a ceiling on ex p enditures. 
It would seem, by the Council p utting their 
ex p enditures on a truly business basis and not

LEADING ECONOMIC PRINCIPLES 


Inasmuch as the p eop le in the United States 
for the last quarter of a century hav e been try ­ 
ing so many unorthodox economic theories, it 
mig ht be well to quote a summary of sound p rin­ 
cip les from Simon Newcomb’s book, ‘‘Princip les 
of Political Economy ” w ritten some 50 y ears 
ag o. 
Any p rincip le that we are using now that is not 
in 
harmony with 
these 
p rincip les 
ex p erience 
teaches will only add more misery and p ov erty . 
I quote; 
‘‘That all men p erforming economic functions 
of any kind are eng ag ed in labor desig ned to p ro­ 
mote the g ood of their fellow-men; 


‘‘That the g reater and the better the p roduc­ 
tion of the necessaries of life, the more p erfect­ 
ly will the wants of the community at larg e be 
sup p lied; 


‘‘That bank credits constitute an integ ral p art 
of the v olume of the currency , and should be in­ 
cluded with sp ecie and banknotes in estimating 
th a t v olume; 


‘‘That there is no such thing as an absolutely 
inv ariable m easure of v alue, and that the best 
ap p rox imation to an absolute standard is found 
by making labor itself the standard as nearly as 
p ossible; 


"That the v alues of the total imp orts and ex ­ 
p orts to and from any one country necessarily 
balance each other in the long -run; 
‘‘In consequence, th at any action which dimin­ 
ishes im p orts must ultim ately diminish ex p orts 
in nearly the same deg ree; 


‘‘That ev ery leg al p erson, in the long -run and 
as a g eneral rule, p ay s out as much money as 
he receiv es. 
Hence any increase in his receip ts 
will be followed by 
a corresp onding increase in 
his p ay m ents; 


‘‘That there is no definite v olume of currency 
necessary to the transaction of the business of a 
community , but only a definite relation between 
the v olume of currency and the scale of p rices; 
‘‘In consequence, th a t a scarcity in the mone­ 
tary flow can be remedied by a fall in p rices as 
well as by an increase in that flow; but th at this 
p articular remedy is incomp lete and unsatisfac­ 
tory , because all p rices cannot thus adap t them­ 
selv es; 


“That an increase in the v olume or flow of the 
currency does not p erm anently help business, 
because it leads to a rise of p rices, and therefore 
to a g reater necessity for money ; 


"In consequence, that we cannot increase the 
absolute v alue of the total v olume of currency 
by addition to that v olume; 


"That no increase of wag es benefits the la­ 
borer if he has to p ay an increased p rice for the 
necessaries of life, as he alway s will unless his 
wag es are increased by increasing the effectiv e­ 
ness of his labor.

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FADS IN MONETARY ILLUSIONS

The American people chase one 
monetary illusion after another. We 
hav e fads in monetary illusions. A 
few y ears ago—in 1933-1934 — the 
illusion was a 
s u p p o s e d 
s c a r c i t y of 
g o l d and of 
currency . To­ 
day it is “ the 
gold problem” 
—w h a t e v e r 
that may be! 
Let some one 
with an audi­ 
ence mention 
a m o n e t a r y 
“ problem,” no 
matter how ab­ 
surd it may be, 
an d , in al l 
probability , it 
will be repeat­ 
ed. hawked about in an ominous 
v oice, and finally become a national 
chant. It would seem that few things 
are equal to a money question to 
prov ide people with a stimulus for 
a rousing good mov ement. Some­ 
times a m o n e t a r y agitation ap­ 
proaches a religious "rev iv al” in 
ferv or and emotionalism and is 
about as v aguely understood. 
Ordinarily there is little effort to 
determine what reputable authori­ 
ties hav e to say about these mone­ 
tary issues, and ev en when such au­ 
thorities attempt to make the facts 
dear the lay public is prone to howl 
them down in the chant 
In 1933-1934, there was hardly a 
monetary fallacy known that was 
not rev iv ed, or “ discov ered,” and 
pressed upon Congress as a new 
truth in the field of money . And, as 
a matter of fact nearly ev ery one of 
these fallacies was written into the 
laws of this country . Fortunately , 
not all of them were put into effect, 
but some of those that were made 
effectiv e — such as dev aluation of 
our gold dollar and the silv er pur­ 
chase programs — hav e giv en this 
nation, and others, sufficient head­ 
aches to last a long time. 
It was argued in 1933-1934 that 
we did not hav e enough gold so we 


dev alued our dollar. Now the howl 
is that we hav e too much, and “ the 
gold problem” is now giv en to us as 
a daily diet 
One thing is quite clear about 
this: The public and a large propor­ 
tion of those writers who discuss 
“ the gold problem” in our newspa­ 
pers and journals rev eal no better 
understanding of this “ gold prob­ 
lem” than they did about the mone­ 
tary problems of 1933-1934. It would 
be difficult to find a rarer collection 
of downright foolishness in mone­ 
tary discussion than we are witness­ 
ing today with respect to this sup­ 
posed "problem.” 
J ust how long will be required 
for these discov erers of the gold 
problem to realize that there is no 
such problem in this country , as it 
is widely conceiv ed today , is an in­ 
teresting question. One may suppose 
that the discussion will rage on un­ 
til people are tired of writing, read­ 
ing, and talking about it, then it will 
be forgotten, as most of the foolish 
arguments of 1933-1934 are now for­ 
gotten, and we will pass on to the 
nex t fad in monetary illusions. 
Any problems inv olv ed in our gold 
situation hav e to do with the war 
and our huge surplus reserv es in 
our banking sy stem. Regarding the 
latter Congress has not y et pro­ 
v ided adequate measures of control. 
Hitler will not destroy nor impair 
the “ v alue” of our gold stock. A 
barter sy stem is not superior to, nor 
will it destroy , an ex change sy stem 
based upon gold. Our gold holdings 
are not costly , as commonly alleged. 
If we ex change goods or credit for 
gold, we can, in turn, use it to buy 
other goods or credit. It is the most 
marketable commodity known. If we 
ex change, credit for gold, no secur­ 
ity for this credit is superior to gold. 
It is to be hoped that the Ameri­ 
can people will drop their discus­ 
sion of this imaginary gold problem, 
lest they do something foolish about 
it, as they did about some other im­ 
aginary monetary problems in 1933- 
1934, and dev ote their thoughts ta 
issues, such as armament and com­ 
pulsory military serv ice, which real­ 
ly demand our attention.
